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REMARKS 

Summary of Office Action 

Claims 16, 17, 19, 20, 22, 24-28 and 30 are pending. Claim 26 is objected to 
under 37 C.F.R. 1 .75(c). Claims 27, 28, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. 
Claims 16, 17, 19, 20, 22, 24, and 25 are allowable. 

Objection under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(c) 

The Examiner's objection to claim 26, for failing to limit the subject matter of 
independent claim 22, from which it depends, is overcome by the cancellation of the 
claim. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph 

Claims 27, 28, and 30, which are directed to methods of compound screening that 
require a rab5 transgenic mouse, are rejected as lacking enablement. 

While applicants do not agree with the present rejection and reserve the right to 
pursue all canceled subject matter future, related applications, in order to expedite 
prosecution, applicants cancel rejected claims 27, 28, and 30. 
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CONCLUSION 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 16, 17, 19, 20, 22, 24, and 25 are in 
condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested. If the Office does not 
concur, a telephonic interview with the undersigned is hereby requested.
